I beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the 

sanitary  conditions  and  the  state  of  the  public  health  in  the  Brecknock 
Rural  District  during  the  year  1959, 

In  this  report  I have  endeavoured  to 
deal  briefly  with  all  matters  within  my  responsibility  with  regard  to 
public  health  and  preventive  medicine  and  I have  included  comments  on 
all  matters  specifically  requested  in  Circular  l/60(Vifales ) by  the 
Welsh  Board  of  Health, 

Section  1.  General  and  Vital  Statistics, 


Area , 189,532  acres. 

The  Rural  District  of  Brecknock, which  has  an  area 
of  189,532  acres  is  a large  district  in  the  County  of  Breconshire, 

It  is  situated  mainly  in  the  northern  part  of  the  County  and  consists 
of  rather  more  than  one  third  of  the  total  size  of  the  County, 

The  district  is  agricultural  in  nature  and 
farming  is  the  predominant  occupation  of  the  inhabitants.lt  contains  a 
new  National  Park  consisting  of  the  Brecon  Beacons  and  surrounding 
countryside. There  are  no  large  towns  in  the  area  and  the  administrative 
offices  are  situated  in  the  Borough  of  Brecon.

Section  2.  General  Provisions  of  Health  Services . 

Public  Health  Off icors. There  was  no  change  in  your  Public  Health 

Officers  during  the  year,  Mr.W.J.Rees  remained 
as  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Mr. R. Taylor  as  your  Additional 
Public  Health  Inspector, 
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Laboratory  Facilitie s » During  the  year  laboratory  facilities  were 

available  at  Cardiff , Newport , Carmarthen, Swansea 
Aberystwyth  and  Brecon, Water  samples  were  cent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Carmarthen, whilst  any  investigation  required  in  the  control 
of  infectious  disease  was  performed  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Cardiff .All  the  milk  sampling  including  milk  examined  for  the  presence 
of  tuberculosis  was  done  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Cardiff, 


Nursing  Facilities  etc. The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the 

provision  of  ambulance  facilities, home  nursing, 
maternity  and  child  welfare, immunisation, and  the  treatment  of  minor 
ailments, dental, eye  and  orthopaedic  defects. 

Hospitals .The  hospital  needs  of  the  residents  of  the  district , for  all 
diseases  apart  from  infectious  disease, are  provided  by  the 
Brecon  War  Memorial  Hospital. A certain  number  of  patients  are  also 
treated  in  the  large  Hospitals  situated  in  Cardiff  and  Swansea. 

The  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  disease 
remain  the  same  as  in  previous  years .Merthyr  Borough  Council  treat  the 
patients  from  the  district  suffering  from  infectious  disease  and  these 
are  conveyed  to  Merthyr  in  ambulances  maintained  by  Merthyr  Borough 
Council.  These  arrangements  are  proving  extremely  satisfactory. 

For  the  treatment  of  cases  of  smallpox  arrangements  have  been 
made  for  beds  to  be  available  at  the  Penrhys  Hospital, Rhondda, 

Disinfection. In  the  main  the  methods  used  for  any  disinfection 
required  have  been  fumigation  and  spraying, 

Section  5. Sanitary  Circumstances. 

Water  Supplies. The  South-East  Ereconshire  Water  Board (forced  by  this 

Council  and  three  neighbouring  authorities ) came  into 
operation  on  1st .April  1959, This  Board  has, now  taken  over  all  the  public 
water  supplies  in  the  District. 

During  the  year  47  water  samples  were  taken  from  private 
supplies  and  17  samples  from  public  supplies  - all  for  bacteriological 
tests . 

Of  the  samples  taken  from  private  supplies  20  wore 
satisfactory, 25  were  unsatisfactory  and  2 were  doubtful. The  results  of 
the  samples  from  public  supplies  were  15  satisfactory  and  2 unsatisfactory 
The  South-East  Breconshire  Water  Board  were  informed  with 
regard  to  the  last  2 unsatisfactory  results  in  order  that  remedial 
measures  could  be  taken. 

Where  necessary  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, Fisheries  & 
Food  and  the  owners  of  the  private  supplies  were  advised  of  the  analysis.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Schemes  for  the 
Villages  of  Llanfilo  and  Llanf ihangel-Nantbran  were  commenced  during 
1959, and  it  was  hoped  to  have  them  completed  before  the  end  of  the  year* 
However, owing  to  unforseen  circumstances  it  was  impossible  to  do  so  and 
it  is  no w hoped  to  have  them  in  working  order  early  in  1960, 


Properties  Connected  to  Main  Drainage. 

The  response  of  owners  to  arrange  for  their  properties  to  be 
connected  to  the  Council’ s new  sewers  is  still  satisfactory .During  1959 
the  following  number  of  properties  were  provided  with  main  drainage.

Improvement  Grant s ( Standard ) - House  Purchase  & Housing  Act. 1959. 

This  is  a new  Act  under  which  owners  can  obtain  half  the  cost, 
up  to  a maximum  of  £155,  of  installing  five  basic  improvements  in  a 
house  i.e.  a bath,  a wash-hand  basin,  a water  closet,  a hot  water  system 
and  a food  store. 

Five  applications  for  this  grant  have  been  received  and 
approved  since  the  Act  was  introduced.

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On  the  whole  it  can  he  said  that  the  general  standard  of 
cleanliness  observed  was  sat isf actory . On  no  occasion  has  it  been  found 
necessary  to  serve  a notice  on  any  person  engaged  in  the  food  trade. 

There  was  no  educational  activity  in  connection  with  food  in  the 
district  during  the  year  but  in  the  normal  course  of  their  duties  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors, in  their  discussions  with  persons  engaged  in 
In  the  food  trade,  emphasised  the  importance  of  the  need  for  the  highest 
standard  of  hygienic  principle  in  the  preparation  and  sale  of  foodstuffs 
to  the  public. 

School  Canteens. 

Visits  were  made  to  and  inspections  made  of  school 
canteens  and  dining  rooms, The  attention  of  the  Breconshire  Education 
Committee  was  drawn  to  those  premises  which  did  not  come  up  to  the 
required  standard  by  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations, 1955, with  a request 
that  such  improvements  as  were  necessary  be  carried  out.

All  condemned  meat  from  the  Slaughterhouse  is  collected  by  a fertiliser 
making  firm  from  Newport. 

Disposal  of  Condemned  Food, All  condemned  foodstuffs  excluding  meat  are 
disposed  of  by  burying  in  one  of  the  Council’s  refuse  disposal  sites. 
During  the  year  5 tins  of  ham  were  condemned, with  a total  weight  of 
47  lbs. 
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Milk . Considerable  changes  in  the  legislature  governing  the  production 
of  milk  occurred  by  the  coning  into  operation  on  October  1st. 1949 
of  the  Pood  and  Drugs (Milk  and  Dairies )Act, 1944, Briefly  under  this  Act 
the  supervision  of  milk  production  on  farms  now  passes  to  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture, Fisheries  and  Pood  and  Local  Authorities  are  left  with 
the  control  of  distributors.

As  shown  above  no  severe  epidemic  occurred  during  the  year. All  cases 
were  nursed  at  home  with  the  exception  of  the  cases  of  paratyphoid  B 
and  acute  poliomyelitis  which  were  removed  to  hospital. The  cases  of 
measles  occurred  in  the  Battle  and  Aberyscir  districts  whilst  the 
whooping  coughs  were  in  Trecastle .The  paratyphoid  B case  was  thought  to 
be  caused  by  contact  with  a carrier  remaining  in  the  district  after  the 
epidemic  of  1952, 

No  deaths  were  caused  by  any  of  the  above  infectious  diseases. 

Venereal  Disease. The  County  Council  has  an  agreement  with  the  General 

and  Eye  Hospital, Swansea, f or  the  treatment  of  these 
cases. The  tracing  of  contacts  and  the  following  up  of  defaulters  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  County  Council.

Diphtheria  Immunisation. As  a result  of  the  new  Health  Act, the  County 

Council  are  responsible  for  the  immunisation  of 
children  against  diphtheria  and  details  for  the  district  will  be  found 
in  the  annual  report  of  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

It  is  pleasing  to  see  that  incidence  of  diphtheria  continues  to  fall. 
The  object  of  the  immunisation  campaign  however, remains  the  samesto 
secure  the  immunisation  of  not  less  than  75%  of  babies  before  their 
first  birthday.lt  must  be  remembered  that  diphtheria  still  kills  and 
that  elimination  of  the  disease  is  conditional  upon  an  adequate  level 
of  immunisation  being  maintained, If  parents  leave  their  children 
unprotected  there  may  be  a return  of  diphtheria  outbreaks.
